The amount in the State school fund, 


under the law, could only be invested 
in U. 8. securities or Nevada State 
bonds. The amount in the State inter- 
est and sinking fund in U. S. 6 per cent, 
securities or California 6 per cent. State 
bonds. The amount in the Territorial 
interest and sinking fund, in U. S. se- 
curities. The amount in the State Uni- 
versity fund, in U. S. securities and 
Nevada State bonds. 


The financial officers of the State, 


finding that no California State bonds 
were obtainable and no U. S. securities 
bearing a higher rate of interest than 4 
per cent., opened a correspondence withi 
the holders of the Territorial bonds 
($380,000) and effected an agreement 
for the surrender of said bonds at such 
a rate of premium as would afford the 
State &yt per cent, interest during the 
life of the bonds (8 years) on the 
amount invested, provided the Legisla- 
ture would pass an Act authorizing the 
investment and purchase at that rate of 
interest. 
The Legislature 
promptly 


passed an Act giving the necessary 
authority; also an Act authorizing the 
purchase of the State bonds proper in 
the State school fund (amount $104,- 
000) with tho money and securities in 
the State interest and sinking fund. 


The .$410,500 U. S. 6 per cent, bonds, 


and $57,000 U. S. 4 per cent, bonds be- 
longing to the Territorial interest and 
sinking fund, and $23,000 U.~S. 4 per 
cent, bonds belonging to the State 
school fund, were sold nt par and ap- 
portioned to the proper funds. 


The purchase of the State bonds in 


the State school fund was then made by 
paying ont of the State interest and 
sinking fund $107,745 32, being the 
face of the bonds ($104,000) and the 
premium ($3,745 32) originally paid 
for said bonds. 


Then there was transfoired, in accord- 


ance with law, from the State school 
fund to the Territorial interest and 
sinking fund the sum of $325,000, with 
which amount and the sum of $175,000 
in Territorial interebt and sinking fund, 
by law appropriated for the purpose, 
the pni chase of the Territorial bonds 
was? effected as follows:

into consideration the bill reducing the 
rate of State taxation from 90 to 55 
cents. The outlook was anything but 
bright; the bonanzas were producing 
bnt little, and the conviction was inevit- 
able that tho State would not receive 
much from the tax on the net proceeds 
of the mines. It was unsafe to base the 
tax receipts npon a total valuation of 
over $35,000,000. 
Acting upon this 


presumption the rate was placed at 55 
cents upon the $100, as against 90, the 
rate in force for the four years past. 
Most of the money legislation of the 
session hinged upon this rate, there be- 
ing a universal desire that the rate 
should be placed at the very lowest 
figure compatible with public interest, 
and still preserve the State on a cash 
basis. The people were not only given 
the benefit of the vast sum that had ac- 
cumulated, bat in view of the outlook, 
the rate was made as low as possible. And 
thus in 1879 and 1880 the taxpayers will 
have $245,000 less to pay in taxes, than 
would have been the case had the rate 
remained undisturbed. The Legislature 
did but its duly; nevertheless it is de- 
serving of credit and not abuse for it. 


"The Chinese Mnit Go." 


In both the Republican and Democrat- 


ic platforms were planks relating to the 
Chinese. Now let me recite to you the 
action of ths Legislature upon this 
subject. 


The Anti-Chinese bill was pending 


before Congress when the Legislature 
convened. Immediately a joint reso- 
lution was passed asking Congress to 
pass that bill. 


After it had passed Congress, another 


resolution was pushed through retnrn- 
ning thanks to Senator Sargent, and all 
others who aided him, in becuring its 
passage. 


Following this the Legislature quickly 


passed another resolution, directed to 
President Hayes, requesting him to 
sign the bill. 


After the veto, still another was 


passed thanking Senator Elaine for his 
noble advocacy of it, and the Illinois 
Legislature, iu session at the time, 
having directed its Representatives to 
vote for the bill, Nevada, through the 
Legislature, returned its thanks, by res- 
olution, to the Illinois Legislature, for 
what it had done in the premises. 


Having done all it could to secure 


National help, the Legislature then 
turned its attention at home, and in 
order thnt the people might have tin 
opportunity to moie clearly express 
then1 sentiments, it enacted n law for 
taking the benso of the voters nt tho 
next general election by permitting 
them to vote "For" or "Against" 
Chiuebti Immigration. This bill pro- 
vides for the canvasb of the votes accord- 
ing to law aud the transmission of the 
result by the Governor, in the shape of 
a memorial from the people of the State 
of Nevada to the President and Vice 
President of the United States, each 
member of the Cabinet, United States 
Senate and House of ^Representatives. 
The responsibility now restu upon the 
voters of the State to show by their 
ballots their opinion as to the advisa- 
bilty of admitting to fellowship with 
free labor, the evils of slave labor. 


The Act to prevent the propagation 


and spread of contagious diseases was 
aimed at the Chinese, intended to harass 
and if possible in any way make it ap- 
parent that their obnoxious customs were 
very objectionable. 
This bill makes it 


a misdemeanor for any person to re- 
move or disinter dead bodies without 
first obtaining leave of the Board of 
Commissioners; the penalty being a 
fine of $300 or $500, or imprisonment 
for from six to twelvemonths. And the 
Board is prohibited from giving pur- 
mission for the removal or disiutermeut 
of the dead from contagions diseases. 


So careful was the Legislature that in 


the Act which it passed to authorize and 
empower aliens and non-resident per- 
sons and corporations to take, hold, and 
enjoy and acquire real estate iu the 
State, that there was a provision in- 
serted, that the Chinese should be ex- 
cepted from the benefits of the Act. 


Going still further there was passed 


fin act to prohibit the employment of 
Chinese and Mongolians in certain 
cases. This bill prohibits the employ- 
ment of Chinese on public works or in 
any capacity by the State, and that 
hereafter no right of way or charter for 
the construction of any public works, 
by any railroad or other corporation, 
shall be granted except upon the ex- 
press 
condition that 
no '-heathen 


Chinee" shall be employed. 


This was followed by the passage of 


an act entitled "An Act to prevent 
slavery or involuntary sevitude, unless 
for the punishment of crimes," which 
recited that. 


WBEBEAS, all Chinese who como to 


this coast, arrive here under a contract 
to labor for a term of j ears, and are 
bound by such contract not only by the 
superstition of their peculiar religions, 
but leaving their blood relations, fath- 
ers, mothers, sisters, brothers or cousins 
as hostages iu China for the fulfillment 
of their part of the coutinet, and 


AVuEJixis, Such slave lubor and in- 


voluutury servitude is opposed to the 
genius of our institutions, opposed to 
the prevailing spirit of the age, as well 
us to humanity and Christianity, and 


I degi-.ides the dignity of labor which is, 
the ttniidatiou of republic institutions, 
and 


WHEEEAS, 
Section 
Seventeen ol 


Ai tide One of the Constitution of the 
tjt,ite ot' N«vada reads 
an 
follows: 


"Neither slavery nor involuntary servi- 
tude, unless for the punishment of 
crimes, shall ever be tolerated iu this 
State." Therefore 


The people of the State of Nevada, 


represented in Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows: 


SECTION 1. The immigration to this 


State of all slaves aud other people 
bound by contract to involuntary servi- 
tude for a term of years is hereby pro- 
hibited. 
Sic, 2. It shall be unlawful for any 


company, person or persons to collect 
the wanes or compensation for the labor 
Of the persons ddttrilffd it) tfef flrM 
MMM M tkii Mfc 


SEC. 3. It tli»U b« unlawful for any 


corporation, .company; person or per- 
sons, to pay to any owner, or agent of 
the owner of any TOeh persons mention- 
ed in Section OB« of this Act, any 
wages or compensation for the slaves or 
persons so bound by said contract to 
involuntary "Verritade. 


SEC. 4. Any violation of any of the 


provisions of this Act, shall be deemed 
a misdemeanor, and shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than three hundred 
dollars nor more than one thousand 
dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail for a term of not less than 
three months, nor more than six 
months, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. 


And finally in addition to all of these 


was the stringent law enacted to reg- 
ulate the sale of opium and to prohibit 
the keeping of places of resort for 
smoking or otherwise using that drug, 
intended to not only effect a reforma- 
tion morally, bnt also to destroy, if 
possible, the lucrative business enjoyed 
in this branch by this detestable class. 


The Railroad Question. 


la the Republican platform were in- 


corporated these planks on this subject: 


Resolved, That it is the duty of Con- 


gress to perfrct with all possible expe- 
dition such legislation as will secure to 
the country the benefit of honest and 
fair adjustment of freights and fares 
on all railroads, whose construction 
is the result of land grants, subsidies, 
loans, and other Government aid assis- 
tance. 


Eesolved, That the Republican party 


favors and demands at the hands of the 
State Legislature legislation having in 
view the regulation and equalization of 
freights and f ires on the railroads within 
this State. 


In the Democratic platform there was 


the following. 


In view of the recent decision of the 


Supreme Couit of the United States, 
State aud National legislation is demand- 
ed to protect the people of Nevada from 
the outrageous discrimination and ex- 
cessive charges of railroad corporations 
within this ti'.ate. 


Now what w:is done by the Legisla- 


ture? 


First—The passage of a joint resolu- 


tion instructing Senators Jones aud 
Sharon to voi e for and use all honorable 
means to secure the passage of the 
Reagan bill, the then exciting measure. 


Sjcoud—Memorializing Congress to 


protect the poople of Nevadi, and those 
going from or coming to the State 
against discrimination by the Central 
Pacific Riilroad ii. the matter of fares 
and freights, and recommending the 
enactment of the so-called Rsagun bill 
as an alleviation. One thousand copies 
of this memorial were ordered printed, 
and sent to the members of Congress, 
and to the various Dop.irtments iu 
\Vushiugton. 


Third—When Senator Sharon pre- 


sented this memorial to the Sauuta, he 
announced his intention of obeying tho 
instructions contained therein, and the 
Legislature 
immediately telegraphed 


the gratification of that body at his 
determination to support the Reagan 
bill. 


Fourth—The idea became general that 


the Reagan bill was to be smothered by 
the sub-committee to which it had been 
referred, and the Legislature passed a 
joint resolution instructing our Senators 
to call for u. i cport from the U. H. Sen- 
ate select committee, and to use strenu- 
ous endeavors to have the bill placed on 
its final passage. 


Fifth—The anti-discrimination prin- 


ciple in the' Reagan bill being consider- 
ed good, the Legislature determined to 
apply it to this State, and the so-called 
Williams discrimination bill, as it now 
stands as a law on our statutes is an 
exact copy of the Reagan bill. 
Tho 


main feature mitisthe"discriminittion" 
portion, and the railroads are now com- 
pelled to treat all alike. But this bill 
also requires the posting of schedules, 
showing the rates charged;and the rates 
can not be changed only upon five 
days notice bring given. As wo proceed 
on this subject the importance of this 
proviso will become apparent. 


For years there hud been on the books 


a statute requiring railroad companies 
to make annual reports, but it never 
was complied with, because there was 
no penalty attached. The law was a 
dead letter. Thii Legislature reeuacted 
the law, and nfflxed a penalty of $oOO 
for each days negligence after failure to 
report as provided by the law. 


It also passed another act prescribing 


a penalty of $2,000 if any railroad com- 
pany or its agent should violnto or at- 
tempt to violate any of the State laws 
regulating fares and freights on rail- 
roads within this State. 


It was undoubtedly the wish of the 


people that laws should be enacted cor- 
recting the abuses and preventing the 
discriminations which were being prac- 
ticed by railroads companies doing busi- 
ness in this State, and it was the honest 
desire of a great majority of the mem- 
bars of the Legislature to enact snch laws, 
as is abundantly proved by the pass- 
age of the Williams bill and tho resolu- 
tion of instruction before refeired to. 
But tha problem of "regulating fares 
and freights" was ono of the greatest 
difficulty. 
The members were generally 


without experience, and this inexper- 
ience, added to the almost insuperable 
difficulties surrounding the question, 
difficulties arising from difference in 
cobt of construction, cost of operating, 
distance of carriage, character of freight 
aud amount of business, rendered the 
consummation of their desire almost im- 
posoible. B at great as the difficulties 
of tha subject legitimately were they 
were increased and made moro compli- 
cate by the intemperate zeal and simu- 
lated anxiety for the popular welfare 
manifested by certain interested parties 
and self-constituted champions, who, 
assuming superior knowledge and affect- 
ing superior patriotism undertook the 
labor of preparing the necessary bills 
for laws and then offensively assumed 
their methods superior to all others and 
insolently demanded their passage by 
the Ligitlatura without atu»»&n«nt or 


that all who disagreed with the proposed 
methods or preferred others; were 
coerced by the power or corrupted by 
the money of the"railroads. Pot-house 
politicians without principles and desti- 
tute of character, professional lobbyists 
who were arid always have been in the 
pay of monpolists and venal scribblers 
combined with certain great local inter- 
ests in Storey County to coerce the enact- 
ment of particular laws' without regard 
to their fitness or justice, no matter how 
bad in principle, no matter how unjust 
to railroads, no matter how injurious to 
other localities than Storey County, no 
matter how oppressive to other interests 
than the particular interests sought to 
be bolstered. , 


I know as does every intelligent man 


who was present at Carson last Winter 
that there never was a 'time when a 
vast majority of the Legislature was 
not willing and anxious to pass a law 
reducing the rates of freight and fare to 
a standard that would be just to the 
companies and fair to the people. I 
know as does every intelligent man in 
i,he State that such legislation was 
obstructed if not prevented by the bad 
men and In I motvvpi fliid nnjnst meas- 
ures alieadj cl_ u« L. irUed. It is a great 
mistake to suppose thftt the Lewis and 
Woodburn bills were defeated because 
of any opposition to the reasonable and' 
just regulation of freights and fares, or 
because the Legislature in any manner 
belonged , to the railroad companies. 
Tho Lewis bill passed the House with- 
out a dissenting vote and was only de- 
feated iuthe Senate af tor its distinguish- 
ed author had expressed doubts of its 
eouftitutiouality, after it had been con- 
demned by the Attorney General of the 
State, and when no respectable lawyer 
could be found who did not condemn it 
as utterly vicious and in the face of the 
fundamental law, and then only that 
other and less objectionable legislation 
having in view tho same general pur- 
pose might be brought 
forward and 


passed. 
N 


No man to-day but entertains a rational 


doubt that the Lewis bill was an abor- 
tive attempt to regulate commerce be- 
tween the States, It thing which Con- 
gress alone can do. 
JNo man believes 


if it had passed it could have been en- 
forced and every fair nainded man must 
admit that it was the duty of the Legis- 
lature to defeat it for its illegality if not 
for thi complexity of its provisions 


The Woodburn bill fixed tho limit at 


10 cents per ton per mile for all freight, 
except that 5 cents was tha rate for 
wood, salt, iron, lumber, and other 
articles specially named. The laws in 
force allowed a maximum of 20 cents 
per ton per mile. While it is true that 
the Woodburn bill would have greatly 
benefited Virginia City, it is not so ap- 
parent that the rate allowed would have 
enabled the V. & T. E. R. to have been 
operated so as to return a fair invest- 
ment on the actual value of the prop- 
erty. The Woodburu bill was not fail- 
to the Eureka and Palisade road. This 
rood was built by private capital and 
cost $1,600,000. 
It has only been in 


operation a few years, and is dependent 
upon tho stability of Eureka as a min- 
ing camp. When it was built, stage 
fare was $20, and freight $30 to $40 
per ton. This road charges $8 for fare, 
and as a general rule $18 per ton for 
freight; $18 is the full limit of 20 cents 
per ton per mile. If the Woodburn bill 
had become a law these prices would 
have been reduced one-half, and it was 
argued that such prices would not have 
allowed a reasonable return for the 
outlay which had been made.

islation would effectually prohibit, at 
once, and forever, the building of any 
new railroads in this State. 
Austin 


wanted connection with Battle Moun- 
tain, and was perfectly willing to pay 
the maximum rates of 10 cents per mile 
for 
passengers, 
and 
20 cents per 


mile per ton for freight. 
Why? Because 


even at the maximum rates fore would 
be $3 by rail, as against $15 by stage; 
and $18 per toil for freight by rail, as 
against $3i and $40 paid by teams.

If Eeuo wanted a direct road to 
Virginia, or Hsiio or Winnemucca want- 
ed to build to Oregon, or Tiiscarora de- 
sired connection with tho Central Pa- 
cific, or White Pine, Lincoln or Nyo 
counties, should hope for the E. & P.

The Salary Bill. 


The Legislature is certainly deserv- 


ing of everlasting credit for the passage 
of the Salary bill, which takes effect on 
the first Monday in January, 1881. 
Under the fee system the cost to the 
counties of this State is about $1,010,- 
000 per aunum, nearly four times as 
much as the cost of the State Govern- 
ment. In Storey county for the years 
1877-78 the officers received in salaries 
and fees the enormous sum of $265,- 
172 33. Of this sum $185,736 44 was 
net. Gross per year, $122,586,16; net, 
$92,868 22. Under the Salary bill the 
salaries for Storey county will be about 
$60,000, leaving $33,000 profit to be 
applied to other expenses. But under 
this bill there will be no more deputies 
than arc absolutely necessary to perform 
the work, and the expenses ought not to 
be by $20,000, what ia now paid. It is 
safe to say a saving of $50,000 per year 
will be made to the taxpayers of Storey. 
The natural legitimate receipts to Storey 
from licenses, fines, docket fees, poll 
taxes and the proceeds of the mines is 
at least $90,000 per year. Add to this 
the $50,000 already stated and we have 
$140,000 to pay current expenses. But 
an estimate of these show that including 
the $60,000 for salaries, and $78,000 for 
schools, it will require $228,517 66 to 
run Storey county per year. So the 
balance will have to be made, up by 
taxation; the law requires 15 cents for 
school purposes, but the additional levy 
ueed be so little, if the county is prop- 
erly managed, that for all practical pur. 
poses it may be urged that no county 
tax will be necessary; at the best il 
ought to be trifling compared with what 
has been paid in the past. Herewith I 
present tables upon which these re- 
marks are presented:

In Washoe county it may be safely said 


there will be no connty tax, or so low a 
rate in comparison with what it has 
been that the taxpayers will be aston- 
ished at tho reduction. 


In other counties a great reduction 


will be sure tu follow, while no county 
in the State, to say the least, will be 
any worse off than it was before. 


The point sought to be obtained by 


this bill is to give people good officers at 
a fixed compensation; but for the tax 
payers to have the benefit of the vast 
sums paid iu fees, instead of n few office 
holders. 


The Penalty BUI. 


Many taxpayers have expressed disap- 


probation nt the passage of the bill 
dabbed "The Penalty Bill," and which 
relieved tho California and Consolidated 
Virginia Mining Companies from cer- 
tain tax penalties alleged to have ac- 
crued to tho ^tate and Storey county. 
These companies desiring to test the 
constitutionality of the so-called bullion 
tax law, refused to pay their taxes, and 
the matter was taken to the United 
States Supreme Court. Here several 
years would have elapsed before a deci- 
bion conld be reached, and while every- 
body believed the State and county 
would be the victors, still the finances 
of the State and county became serious- 
ly embarrassed. The mining companies 
stepped in and said "we will pay all 
sums due from us, provided the 25 per 
cent, penalty shall not be enforced." 
Six suits in all were pending, and in two 
of them judgment had been entered for 
the penalty. 
The "compromise" was 


made, and agreed to by the, Attorney 
General, Governor, Treasurer of the 
State aud the Board of Commissioners 
of Storey county. 
Judgment was then 


entered iu the four remaining cases, for 
the tnxes and all costs, but without the 
penalty, and in the two cases where the 
penalty had been added, it was agreed 
that there should be a stay of execn. 
tion for two years, iu order that the 
Legislature should determine whether 
the companies should be required to 
pay them or not. The companies come 
to the Legislature and asked that the 
contract entered into should be ratifted, 
Ths total penalties in the whole lis

and $51,601 to Storey connty. No one 
has the right to object to the people de- 
ciding whether or not the Legislature 
committed a very great wrong in ratify- 
ing the contract made, by the State and 
Storey county, with these companies, 
who have paid nearly two millions ot 
dollars into their treasuries. I will say 
further that tho four members elected 
from Washoe were the only legislator* 
pledged on this proposition. No other 
candidate was bound up, and the sub- 
ject was never mentioned on cither side, 
outside of Washoe. 


BILLS OF i GENERAL N1TUBI. 


The Legislature amended Sec. 36 of 


the Bevenue Act by striking ont so 
much of it as makes the sales of prop- 
erty for taxes absolute, and allowed six 
months time for redemption. I leave 
the poor man to judge whether it is of 
benefit. 


It passed an act to prevent tho keep- 


ing of disorderly houses and inns, mak- 
ing it a misdemeanor to keep a disor- 
derly or dance house in the vicinity of 
a family residence. 
Unincorporated 


towns aud villages can rid themselves 
of such nuisances. 


It passed a bill to prevent the adul- 


teration of milk, and to prevent the traf- 
fic of impure or unwholesome milk. 


It passed a bill making it unlawful for 


owners of goats and swine to allow them 
to run at large from March 1st to Nov. 
10th of each year. 


It amended Sec. 18 of the lien law so 


as to allow woodchoppers tC lien on and 
retention of all wood, until services 
were paid for. Its former repeal was 
smuggled through at a previous session 
by large contractors. 
I ask the honest 


workmen to judge of this law. 


It passed an act permitting the mines 


to be examined twice a month instead of 
once. Was not this a measure iu the 
interest of the poor against the rich, the 
"outsiders" against the "insiders." 


Let Beno and Eureka decide as to the 


benefits of the act "To provide for the 
government of unincorporated towns 
and cities." Under its provisions they 
are enjoying the benefits of a municipal- 
ity at trifling expense to the taxpayer. 


It passed a bill providing for the State 


Printing to be performed at home, be- 
lieving that it was uot right to continue 
the practice of spending the people's 
money in San Francisco for work which 
its own citizens could perform as well 
and as cheaply. 


It also passed two amendments to the 


Constitution. One strikes out the word 
"white;" provided, however, not to be 
construed as conferring rights of natur- 
alization on Chinese. 
The other pro- 


hibits the appropriation of any money 
from the treasury for sectarian pur- 
poses. These you will be called upon 
to ratify or reject at the next general 
election. 


You, the ptople, petitioned that the 


"Drummer Law" should not be repeal- 
ed. It was not. 


You, the people, petitioned that no 


changes should be made in the "attach- 
ment" law. There were none. 


The Legislature was pledged not to 


repeal or modify the bullion tax law. 
No bill looking to repeal or modification 
was spoken of or introduced during the 
session. 


Aud last, though not least, it respect- 


ed your will and wishes by re-electing 
John P. Jones to the United States 
Senate.
